The Citizens’ Industrial Alliance, 
according to its platform, stants for 
industrial liberty—liberty both for 
employer and independent workmen, 
that the door of opportunity may be 
open to every man and that the youth 
of the country may have a chance to 
learn a trade, of which he has been 
deprived through the weapons of la- 
bor organizations because of the ap- 
prentice systems. 

David M. Parry, who ts at the head 
of the alliance, as well as president 
of the National Manufacturers’ Asso- 
ciation of America, got a great recep- 
tion when he entered the large as- 
sembly room on the eighth floor of 
the Hotel Astor. Qthers welcomed 
were C. W. Post of Battle Creek, 
Mich.; Charlies N. Chadwick of Brook- 
lyn, of the Manufacturers Association 
of New York; J. W. Van Cleave of St.

- Secretary Wilson ‘Predicts Great 
Things for Agriculture in the United 
States—Sugar Beet 


Develop ment. 


{BY DIRECT WIRE 


ASHINGTON, Nov. 29.—{Exclu- 

sive Dispatch.] In his annual re- 

port, issued today, Secretary of 
Agriculture Wilson fairly glows with 
honest pride over the work that the 
American*farmer is doing, and he pre- 
dicts great things for the future. He 
tells about how the beet-sugar industry 
is getting along, and says: “The de- 
velopment of the sugar beet industry 
continues satisfactory. The Bureau of 
Piant Industry is making an effort to 
improve conditions affecting the <rop 
in the matter of providing better seed, 
encouraging the use of fertilizers where 
fertilizers are likely to do good, study- 
ing diseases with a view of discovering 
remedies for them, securing improve- 
ment in the matter of seed by the pro- 
duction of beets which will give seed 
of a singje ball, or germ, etc.” 

Little more than two years ago the 
Department of Agriculture took up the 
work of establishing sugar-beet seed 
culture in the United States, and since 
that time the work has been going on in 
four representative sections of this 
country. Stations for the production of 
seed are being established in New York, 
Michigan, Utah and Washington State, 
while in Utah and Washington the in- 
dustry already is assuming commercial 
importance. In California, they are 
also Being produced for loca] use. In 
Washington State 80,000 pounds of seed 
were prod in. 1904; in Utah about 
32,000 pounds, and in California 50,000 
pounds—a total of 162,000 pounds. 

As rapidly as the department can 
bring home to all beet-sugar factories 
“the conviction that American-grown 
seed is as good, and often better, than 
that imported, the quantities will be 
increased, and it is a question of but a 
few years when the entire 5,000,000 
pounds used in the United States will 
be produced at home. 

As to the quality, American-grown 
seed has produced beets testing as high 
as 24 per cent. of sugar, while the 
average percentage in all beets tested 
from American-grown seed during 1903 
was 15.8 per cent. The average per- 
centage of sugar in &ll beets grown in 
the United States, as shown by the 
factory returns of their total extrac- 
tions, is a little over 11 per cent. It 
will be remembered, too, that Ameri- 
can seed has the benefit of only two 
years of careful selection. The work 
of establishing a pedigreed strain is 
slow, and years are required for the 
completion of such an undertaking; 
but the work is so far along that its 
success may be considered assured. 

Two years ago the department im- 
ported all sugar-beet seed that was 
distributed for experimental pur- 
poses, while during the 1904 season 14,- 
400 pounds of American-grown seed 
were distributed by the department to 
selected farmers for testing in com- 
parison with imported seed furnished 
them by the factories. Reports of 
Stands secured which are generally in- 
dicative of the yield show that Amer- 
seed gave almost without excep- 
tion greater and stronger growth than 
imported seed. In a number of in- 
stances, these portions of fields which 
were sown with factory seed gave such 
poor stand that it had either to be re- 
sown or abandoned, while the portion’ 
eown with American-grown seed gave 
good stands, and in no case required 
replanting. Factories during 1904 
bought 34,500 pounds of American- 
grown seed, and a number of these 
factories are now negotiating with 
American growers for contracts to sup- 
ply the seed they need. 

FERTILIZER WORK. 

In fertilizer work, efforts have been 
made to determine the effect of differ- 
ent fertilizers on tonnage and sugar, 
and also their influence on various dis- 
ease. Investigations along this line 
were undertaken in six sugar beet 
States, seven brands of complete fer- 
tilizers being used, and in addition 
some separate experiments with vari- 
ous ingredients used by themselves 
were made. Preliminary reports which 
have been received indicate that in 
many cases the effect of fertilizers 
could be seen from the time of the 
germination of beets. In a few cases, 
the lines separating the fertilized from 
unfertilized plots could be seen, even 
at the beginning of harvest. A recent 
report from one experimenter states 
that in his work with nitrate of soda, 
beets from untreated plots were worth 
$5.20 per ton and yielded $54.35 worth 
of beets per acre. On the adjacent 
plot, where 300 pounds of nitrate of 
soda was applied at the time of plant- 
ing, the beets were worth $5.30 per 
ton and yielded $74.57, a difference of 
$20.23 per acre in favor of fertiliza- 
tion, Untreated beets tested 14.1 per

factory. Although the work has been 
running for only two seasons, decided 
progress has been made, and _ single- 
germ seeds that have been selected 
have been found much more vigorous 
than multiple-germ balls. Selected 
strains grown this year show decided 
tendency to production of a_ larger 
number of single balls than the parent 
beet from which the _ selection was 
started, the average being about 20 
per cent. In one case over 3000 singie- 
seed balls were found on one beet. 
Work this year has been conducted in 
Utah and other sections where the 
fugar beet is at its best, and indicates 
that ultimately the department will in 
all probability be successful in the pro- 
duction of a beet: having the desirable 
quality of producing a ball with. only 
a single rm, that will substantially 
save hand thinning and avoid much 
expense in growing. 
COLD-CLIMATE ORANGE. 


Secretary Wilson says in re to

These new hardy oranges will unques- 
tionably make possible the development 
of several important industries in the 
South. The oranges are valuable for 
marmalades, and from the fact that 
they can be grown in nearly all South- 
ern States great possibilities for tneir 
usefulness are opened up. Even if they 
— not come into general use for 
mantfacturing purposes, or for gen- 
eral orchard planting, they will un- 
doubtedly eventually become a feature 
in every dooryard throughout the 
South. Aside from their value for the 
manufacture of marmalades and pre- 
serves, they will be exceedingly useful 
for pies and other purposes. 
re have been fruited for the first 
time sweet oranges of a hartly type. 
This is an accomplishment which the 
department hoped for when it first in- 
augurated the work. Other new citrus 
fruits developed from the bureau's in- 
vestigations such as the new tangeélo, 
which is a cross between the tangerine 
and the melo, a new velvet-skin or- 
ange and several other creations, ali 
prove exceedingly valuable in sections 
where climatic conditions will permit 
the growing of these more t_nder sorts.

uable research in successful shipping 
of fruit abroad; the value of nitrogen- 
fixing bacteria; successful] introduction 
of plants suited to light rainfall areas; 
establishment of pure-food standards; 
the extension of agricultural education 
in primary and secondary schools, and 
the extension of instruction to our 
island possessions to enable them to 
supply the country With $200,000,000 
‘worth of domestic products, now im- 
ported from abroad. 

There has been a demand for ex- 
perimental work in fruit marketing 
and storage In fruit regions durtng the 
present winter in the citrus industry 
of California. 

It is believed that a profitable sys- 
tem of agriculture can be developed 
for the semi-arid areas of the United 
States by securing crops which will 
grow with a very small amount of wa- 
ter. Considerable progress has been 
made in this direction. | 

The secretary reports much progress 
during the year past in alkali recia- 
mation tracts established during the 
year previous, and indications point to 
the complete reclamation of the lands 
under experimentation at an early day. 
At the inception of the work on a 
forty-acre tract near Salt Lake City, 
a soil survey showed the first four

dominant in this country,” he said, “I 
have not the least doubt that our in- 
dustries would languish and our streets 
would be filled with idle men. No other 
results could possibly come from a 
system that would base the reward of 
labor, not on merit, but on the power 
of erganization to dictate terms, a sys- 
tem that would restrict output, dis- 
courage enterprise and permit the in- 
dolent and least efficient to set the 
pace for industry.” 

CLOSED SHOP ILLEGAL. 

Mr. Parry declared that the courts 
have with practical unanimity held 
that the closed shop cannot be main- 
tained by means of contracts between 
employers and unions, for the reason 
that such contracts are illegal and 
void, in that they tend to produce a 
monopoly and are unconstitutional and 
against public policy. 

“The question,” he said, “then arises 
whether the closed shop can be main- 
tained in the absence of contracts by 
the method of the unions in refusing to 
work with non-union men. I believe 
that when any organization takes con- 
certed action to quit work merely to 
prevent men not in their organization 
from exercising their right to labor, an 
injury is inflicted upon the men forced 
out of employment, which should en- 
title them to some redress. The union 
must also remember that while they 
have the right to quit work, the em- 
ployer has the right to employ whom 
he pleases.” 

THD SOCIALIST VOTE. 

Mr. Parry, speaking of the Socialist 
vote, said: “It may be considered un- 
fortunate by some that the result of 
compelling the unions to abide by the 
laws is to drive a portion of their 
membership into the Socialist arty, 
but certainly it is no argument to say 
that the unions should be permitted to 
follow their own sweet will in order 
that their members may not become 
Socialists. The growth of the Socialist 
party simply adds additional force to 
the necessity that confronts the em- 
ployers to take an active stand in 
shaping public sentimet.t to the end 
that our great individualistic form of 
government may be maintained.” 

In closing Mr.. Parry laid special 
stress on the educational feature of the 
work of the Citizens’ Industrial Asso- 
elation. He said -that the association

NO FOREIGN LABORERS WANTED. 
CYBZENS IN MASS MEETNG.

SALT SALT (Utah) Nov. 29.—At a 
mass meeting of citizens of Murray, 
called to consider means for getting rid 
of the foreign laborers employed at the 
smelters, who are held responsile for 
the recent series of crimes, including 
two murders, it was unanimously voted 
to have a committee confer with the 
immigration bureau of the Mormon 
Church in an effort to Oring in a more 
desirable class of laborers to super- 
cede the Greeks and Austrians now 
employed.

HYMNAL GOLD MINE. 


Profits from Book Used in Many Amer- 
ican Churches are Said to be 
Enormous. 

(STAFF CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES. } 
LONDON, Novy. 10.—Some_ rather 
surprising facts have jus, come to 
light in connection with the familiar 
book of “Hymns, Ancient and Mod- 
ern,” which is used so extensively In 
the United Stages, as well as in all 
Church of England places ef worship 
in this country. It is stated that the 
profits on this book have exceeded 
those produced by any other literary 
work published during the last half 
century, and that they are greater 
now than at any previous period. And 
where it is generally supposed that 
this hymn book is the property of the 
English Church, it now develops that 
it is owned by a private company in 
England, which has grown rich as the 

result of the book’s enormous sale. 

The history of this company is rather 
odd. it began Susiness ahout fifty 
years ago, and was made up originally 
of forty hymn-book owners In this 
country, who agreed to suppress their 
several collections and join together 
for the publication of the present sin- 
gie one. The agreement between these 
proprietors Was that the pro§ts of the 
new work should be equally divided, 
and that when a member died he could 
not will to relatives his share in the 
preceeds—it went to the survivors. 
Now, after the passage of many years 
the number of proprietors has shrunk ; 
to eleven, who divide between them the 
ienmense profits accruing from the sale 
of “Hymns, Ancient and Modern.” 

How great these profits must be can 
be imagined from the following fact: 
About thirty years ago the firm of No- 
vello, which used to print the com- 
pany'’s hymn ooks ceased to do 
owing to some difference of opinion, 
and soon afterward ®Srought out a col- 
lection on its own account. That ex- 
periment was a comparative failure, 
as the rival book was adopted in only’ 
a few churches in this country. Even 
so, however, no loss was incurred by 
the publisher. Now, “Hymns, An- 
cient and Modern,” its used in more 
than 10,000 places of worship, and sells 
at the rate of 1,000,000 copies a year, so 
it is not difficult to form an idea of 
what it produces.

Antimony and Gold Paint. 

LOS ANGELES, Nov. 16, 1904.—[To 
the Editor of The Times:} Please give 
me reply “In the Barth” to questions 

(1.) ow should 1 proceed to test 
gold with what is known as the “‘touch- 
stone meth 

How metallic antimony ob- 
tained from ores? 

3.) How its pure gold powder ob- 
tained, and how mixed in a paint? 

ANSWER.—(1.) One of the surest 
and sicnplest methods for testin~ gold 
(metallic) is to rub some of it upon a 
black fllnt stone (touchstone,) and ap- 
ply to the mark, or streak a drop of 
chemically-pure nitric acid. If the 
metal ig pure gold the yellow etreak 
remains unchanged, if alloyed, it partly 
disappears; if it be imitation gold 
( tombac, etc..) the streak en- 
tirely disappears. Often, where depos- 
its of white lava are located, certain 
natives of the locality with the heeis 
of thetr shoes pegged with nafis, 
will scrape a heel, prepared, over 
pieces of such lava, or pieces of agate, 
iby which prospectors and others are 
often deceived, and pass upon the 
coating as free gold. If a little experi- 
ment is then tried, the fraud will ap- 
pear, i. ©rass, copper, pyrite, etc., 
when looked upon by direct vision, ap- 
pear as gold, but when turned at an 
angle and viewed, a as (or change) 
of colors is noted.” ot so with gold, 
it possesses the one true gold color 
from any int, or angle of view. , 

(2.) Take stibnite (antimony sul- 
phide) pulverize it, add half its weighr 
of wire nails, put the mixture into a 
crucible, cover the latter, place crucibte 
and contents into the muffle or into 
furnace, with not too high a heat. The 
iron having a great affinity for sulphur 
takes it the stinite and uniting 
with it, forms tron sulphide. On cool- 
ing, the heavy metallic antimony is 
found at the bottom of crucible. 

(3.) Into a weak solution of ferrous 
sulphite (sulphate of iron) drop a lit- 
tle hydrochoric acid. Dfssolve terchlo- 
ride of gold (as used by photographers) 
in a very little water, then pour the 
gold solution into the above mixed 
iron solution and acid. The combined 
liquid then assumes a brownish dark 
color, ©ut by transmitted. light it ap- 
pears as a beautiful blue color. Allow 
the solution to stand for from six to 
twelve hours, then it will appear that 
a brown substance is precipitated. 
Your next step is to siphon off the su- 
pernatant liquid and carefuly collect 
and dry the precipitate. The latter is

Triturate this acme powder with a 
mixture of oil of lavender and butyric 
ether as a “paint” for gilding porce- 
lain, etc.

Metallic Chlorides.

ANSWER~—" Most 
chiorides may be crystallized, and are 
soluble in water. As a general rule a 
metal combines in as many proportions 
with chlorine as it has degrees of exi- 
dation.” Chloride of silver is an ex- 
ception in solubility; it is not soluble 
in water. In preparing metallic chlo- 
rides, @uch can be done, as follows: 
By acting upon metals or metallic ox- 
ides with chlorine. Dissolving metals 
ir hydrochloric acid or in aqua regia. 
By mixing metallic chlorides with oxy- 
gen salts (an example of double elec- 
tive affinity.) It is well to note meth- 
ods for the separation of chlorine from 
the metals which can be done in many 
ys. 
By heating; this applies to the noble 
metals only (gbdid, silver, platinum.) 
By heating in hydrogen gas 
By a strong electro-positive metal. 
By a stronger acid, sulphuric, for in- 
stance. 
(2.) Vegetable albumen is obtained 
from culinary plants, almonds, oily 
seeds, rape, flax, poppy seeds, etc. It 
is soluble in water and is rendered in- 
soluble by boiling (coagulating.) An 
animal albumen is obtained from 
esgs (which are made up of albumen, 
yolk and shell.) The white, in hen’s 
eggs, consists of cells, containing a 
coleriess alkaline liquid (albumen.) 
which is obtained by evaporation at a 
low temperature; one-eighth of this 
alkeline liquid becomes solid albumen;

S HE DEAD 
OR A DESERTER? 


ABSENCE OF CASHIER SIMONS 1S 
STILL A MYSTERY. | 

No News, Good or Bad, Comes to 
Weeping Wife and Daughter—Sus- 
picion That He Eloped With Dance- 
ing Pupil After Embezzling Wood- 
men’s Money. 


Did “Joey” Simons, the dancing mas- 
ter, elope with one of his young lady 
pupils when he disappeared so myste- 
riously more than a month ago, or is 
his murdered body bleaching among 
the ynountains of san Bernardino 
county? 

Under most ciroumstances 
J. ©. Simons, cashier of the  tocal 
Woodmen of the World Lodge, in this 
cliy, suddenly disappeirel the early 
part of October. 

Fearing foul play. every effort was 
made to ascertain the whereabouta of 
the man, who had left his home. say- 
ing. “I am going hunting ia the San 
Bernardino Mountains.” 

Soon after the strange disappear- 
ance, it was reported by the Woodimen 
Lodge that Stemmons was short in his 
accounts more than $1000. 

From the Saturday when he left his 
home on Spring street to go hunting 
with a party of friends until the pres- 
ent, Simons has dropped completely 
out of sight. 

Simons left. behind him in this city 
a young wife and a pretty little daugh- 
ter, who are utterly at a loss to ac- 
count for his disappearance. * 

Yesterday Mrs. Simons was inter- 
viewed by a Times reporter. She was 
loth, however, to say much in regard to 
the man who has apparently so cruelly 
deserted her. 

Asked if he had eloped with another 
woman, the pretty little wife, who is 
vet in her early twenties, heaved a deep 
sigh, and her sorrow was s0 apparent 
that the question was not repeated. 
Mrs. Simons has a wealth of golden 
hair, is petite and winsome. 

The deserted woman told a pitiful 
story. She said her husband had left 
her without money or means to provide 
for herself and daughter. That he had 
been always kind to her until the last 
few years of their married life. when 
he was just a little peculiar in his ac- 
tions. This was accounted for DSecause 
of financial troubles. 

Mrs. Simons could give no other rea- 
son than that already published con- 
cerning her husband's departure, and 
thought he might have met with foul 
play, though she said he had few en- 
emies, and none whom he feared.

Money for His Capture Distributed. 
Culprit Not Cheered by Pros- 
of Hanging. 

Kiniry, porch-climber, thief and 
braggart, was taken off the hands of 
the local police yesterday by Chief of 
Police Hodgkins of Oakland, who went 
away with him on the 8 o'clock Coast 
Line train. 

After he left; Chief of Police Ham- 
mel divided the proceeds of a check 
for $1000 sent down as the reward of- 
fered by the people of Oakland for the 
arrest of the murderer of Policeman 
Smith. 

Special Officer Hendrickson received 
750 of it; $260 went to Mr. Barnes, at 
whose house Kiniry boarded on Thirty- 
seventh street.

Although Kiniry is fairly sick with 
terror in his heart, he went away yes- 
terday with a disgusting attempt at 
braggadocio. He was handcuffed and 
shackied and will have no chance. to 
get away. Capt. Bradish and Detective 
Flammer escorted him to the station, 

-Chief Hodgkins had a heart-to-heart 
talk with Kiniry, in which he told him 
plainly what he might expect it he 
attempted any star plays on the way 
up. 

Kiniry is so scared that he cannot sii 
still. The day before he left he was 
asked how long he expected to be in 


prison. 
“Oh,” he said, with a shudder, “I 
don't dare to think/of it in years. I 


just keep telling myself it can’t be so 
very long.”

ROKEN BACK 
IS MENDED. 


REMARKABLE OPERATION AT THE 


COUNTY HOSPITAL. 


Fragments of Bone Picked Out of 
Charies Cole’s Spinal Cerd and 


An apparently successful operation 
for a broken back was accomplished at 
the County Hospital yesterday. 

Charles Cole, a painter, 37 years oid, 
who fell from a ladder and sustained 
a compound fracture of the spine on 
Thanksgiving Day, is the patient upon 


whom the rare operation was per — 


formed by Dr. Barber, superintendent 
of the hospital, assisted by Drs. yo 
W. Lasher and C. H. Bianey. 

of the spine which were wen ag on 
the vital spinal cord were removed 
by the surgeons, and last night, Cole, 
who had been given up for dead before 
the operation, was reported as resting 
easily, with splendid chances for com- 
plete recovery. 

From a scientific and surgical stand- 
point, the operation is of the greatest 
interest. Simple, though it seemed, in- 
finite care was required, and not until 
the patient came out from the influ- 
ence of the anesthetic did the —— 
clang. know that their work had been 
successful. 

The fracture was just at the waist- 
line, commonly called the “small of 
the back.” Here the spine was ex- 
posed by the surgeon's knife for three 
inches, and the delicate operation of 


picking out the fragments of bone was. 


commenced. Finally the cord itself 
was reached and freed of fragments 
which were slowly crushing its vital- 
ity. cord wag restored to its 
normal condition; vertebrae placed in 
a position to knit quickly, and then the 
wound was sewed up. 
Cole had Been unable to move efther 
leg. and had no sensation whatever in 
the lower part of his body, but Imme- 
diatelw after the operation he moved 
both legs, and internal functions which 
had been clogged for five days, began 
showing normal conditions. 

Dr. Barber is especially elated over 


the success of the operation, which he . 
says will prove of vast benefit to the . 


medical world. Heretofore stmiler 
cases have been looked upon as hope- 
leas, and rarely have operations been 
attempted. The surgeon says he has 
onty heard of two previous Successful 
ones of this nature in the world. 

Last night a number of physicians 
who were interested in tte unusual 
case, visited the County Hospital, and 
expressed the _— that Cole would 
recover.

town, and upon entering the Bryson 
Block and going toward the elevator. 
Isaac Bryson came from the office 
toward her. 

“I understand that there has heen a 
fire in my rooms,” said Mrs. Lanon. 
“How did it begin?’ 

The reply to tha the 
alleged libel complained of.

Lanon sald that the defendant

THE BRESEES DIVORCED. 
WIFE GIVEN THE DECREE. 

Without appearing on the calendar, 
the Bresee divorce suit was called up 
in Judge York's court yesterday, and 
though an application was made by 
Attorney Gibson that the case he heard 
behind closed doors, the court refu 
to bar out the public. ’ 

Mrs. Elma Bresee, wife of Ernest H. 
Bresee, senior member of the firm of 
Bresee Bros., the prominent under- 
takers, brought. the sult for divorce on 
the ground of desertion and exireme 
cruelty. She made out her case on the 
ground of desertion, but fell down on 
the cruelty end of her complaint. Mrs, 
Bresee at the time of her marriage was 
Miss Elma Reed, and she testified yes- 
terday that with the consent of her 
husband her mother, Mrs. M. R. Reed, 
had lived with them. Indeed, she said, 
he sent her a pass to come here. 

The two charges preferred against 
Mr. Bresee grooved into one another. 
The first was that he had separated 
himself from his wife, and lived apart 
from her, though still occupying the 
same home. Mrs. Bresee said that he 
took his meals at home‘and that was 
about all. He came in at all hours and 
went direct to his own room. 

March 11 last a seance at the 
breakfast table constituted the su- 
preme act of cruelty alleged. . 

“I didn't have any money,” sald Mrs. 
Bresee, “and he knew it. He wouldn't 
give me any, and, indeed, he paid no 
attention to me. He turned to the lit- 
tie girl and talked to her as if I were 
not present, in the most aggravating 
way. I told him that I was tired of the 
way ad been treating me, and he 
got up from his chair and came and 
put his hands around my throat and 
choked 

On cross-examination it develo 

that Mrs. Bresee had been so provoked 
that she threw a spoon at her husband. 
She denied throwing a fork, but con- 
ceded that she followed the first at- 
tack with a second spoon. But they 
were only teaspoons. She denied that 
they had cut Mr. Bresee’s face, but 
said that she did notice a “‘‘leetle, 
teeny speck like a pin prick on his 
emple." 

“Ien't it a fact that you threw a 
knife, fork and spoon at Mr. Bresee?”" 
inquired counsel. “ he got up to 
hold your hands?" 

Mrs. Brese> would not coneede that. 
She said that he choked her, and only 
when her mother arose from the table 
did he let go. 

“He didn't choke Me to death,” she 
said, “but he choked me.” 

To accentuate the trouble, Mrs, 
Bresee said that her husband brought 
a woman to the house against her 
wish. She had noticed jetters from New 
York. a silver matchbox. guide books 
and pictures of a variety of places 
and she inquired about them. Her hus- 
band said that he had been writing to 
a relative and that she had sent them 
to him, Then he said that he wanted 
her to write and invite her to visit. 
This Mre. Bresee said she would not do. 

“When I refused.” said the witness, 
‘he treated me in a contemptible man- 
ner. But she came in about three weeks 
after the time he asked me to write. It 
was in February. He had previously 
told me that he had taken her around 
in the East. She remained with us 
three or four days and then she went 
to Mr. Bresee’s brother's house. My 
husband took her buggy riding, and I 
found out that he went to his brother's 
while the woman Was staying there.” 

Mrs. Reed, the mother of the wife, 
corroborated her daughter regarding 
the fight with the teaspoons, and that 
was about all. The court, however, ap- 
peared to be more interested in the 
charge that Mr. Bresee had lived a life 
separate from his wife, and called the 
defendant to the stand. Judge York 
asked him if what his wife had said 
in that regard was true, and he stated 
that it was. When asked the reason, he 
hesitated and then said that it was on 
account of the Incompatibility of tem- 
perament existing between them. 
| That settled it. Judge York said that 
the decree would be granted or the 
ground of desertion, the court finding 
against Mrs. Bresee on the charge of 
extreme cruelty.

DETENTION HOME. 
BETTER SITE WANTED. 
The ladies’ committee of the Deten- 
tion Home will meet with the members 
of the Board of Supervisors and the 


City Council on Thursday morning at 
the Courthouse for the purpose of dis- 
cussing Ways and means to establish 
the Detention Home on a stable basis. 


The old jail building has been utilized 


high 


as a Detc :tlon Home because no better 
place could be obtained, but the in- 
crease in the number of dependent and 
delinquent children being brought in 
makes it necessary that some plan be 
Qutlined for the building of a perma- 
nent and suitable home. The present 
maAke-shift quarters are wholly unsuit- 
able, and it is recognized as a waste of 
public money to attempt to patch up 
such a place, even if the space were 
not needed for other purposes. 

The idea ig to have a Detention Home. 
that is not in the shadow of the prison: 
that will have spacious grounds for 
play and garden experiment, and that 
also will be convenient to the center of 
the city. 

The Detention Home is merely a 
clearinghouse for neglected or way- 
ward girls and boys. They are for the 
most part disposed of within a week or 
two by the juvenile court ordering that 
they be placed in private homes, re- 
tugned to their parents in the care of a 
probation officer, or sent to Whittier. 

On Thursday it will be probably set- 
tled what action will be followed in 
raising money to carry on the home 
when established on a larger and more 
complete plan than at present. A site 
will have to be selected, and when all 
this has been arranged, the Supervisors 
will be informed early next year, so 
that they can include in the tax levy a 
sum sufficient to cover the expense 
that may properly fall upon the county. 
But the children cared for are for the 
most part city children, and the city 
will have to contribute its quota to the 
expense, and voluntary contributions 
also will be necessary to defray ex- 
pose for which the law makes no pro- 

on. 


HAS A MESSAGE. 
FOR BUSINESS COMMUNITY... 

Prince C, Allen strutted up and do 
the corridors of the Courthouse yester- 
day afternoon in all the glory of his 
magnificent uniform, his personal at- 
tendant humbly bringing up the rear 
and waiting obediently upon the mas- 
ter. 

Allien is a “Prince of the Church of 
the Living God"—he says so himeelf— 
and with nine compnaiong and minis- 
ters arrived from El Paso to establish a 
church in this eclity. He is a colored 
man, very much colored, but he says 
that white and black are all to come 
together in the church universal, and 
which is to be known only by the one 
name—"'The Church of the Living Ged.” 

Allen talks smoothly and quotes 
scripture proficientiy, He says that 
the church of which he is the head was 
founded several years ago by a colored 
man named F. K. Smith, in HBastern 
Texas, and that the ministers of the 
church are actually inspired by God 
and receive from Him communications 
for men. Smith, so his disciple averred, 
talked on the gtreets of Galveston until 
he spat blood, telling the people of the 
punishment coming upon them for their 
sins. He besought them to repent and 
pack up and get out. But the effort to 
get the people to believe was too much 
for Br'er Smith, and he died. Then 
“Prince” Allen assumed the prophet’s 
maniile. , 

“Two white ministers have been or- 
dained in our church,” sald Allen.

E CHARTER AMENDMENTS. 

At the municipal election to be 
held in Los Angeles on Monday next, 
six proposed charter amendments will 
be submitted. Four ordinances re- 
lating to the location of slaughter- 
houses will be submitted to the peo- 
ple for approval or disapproval, and 
the people will be given an oppor- 
tunity to decide whether a_ library 
building shall be erected in Central 
Park. proposed charter amend- 
ments are the most important issues 
presented, and they, only, will be con- 
sidered in this. article. 

Charter Amendment No. 1 provides 
that there shall be created a “Depart- 
ment of Public Works,”’ which shal! 
be under the control and management 
of a board of three commissioners, 
to be known as the Board of Public 
Works. In the same proposed amend- 
ment is a provision that the date of 
city elections Shall be changed from 
the even to. the odd-numbered years. 

Just why these two important 
amendmenis were consolidated into 
one is something which nobody has 
as yet explained. What possible coh- 
nection can exist between an amend- 
ment changing the year for holding 
municipal elections and an amend- 
ment creating a Board of Public 
Works? Obviously, these proposed 
amendments (for they are practically 
two, not one,) should have been so 
submitted as to allow the people to 
vote upon them separately. There is 
no objection to changing the year for 
city elections from the even to the 
odd years. If the proposition were 
submitted separately, as it should 
have been, it would doubtiess have 
carried almost unanimously. Now 
that it is tied up to the Board of Pub- 
lic Works proposition, it will proba- 
bly be defeated, if the people under- 
stand the situation thoroughly. 

The proposition to establish a 
Board of Public Works, if carried, will 
confer extraordinary powers upon the 
proposed board of three commisgion- 
ers. The plan is so radical a_  de- 
parture fram the existing system that 
it should not receive favorable action 
by the people without careful and ex- 
haustive study, which it cannot have 
within the short time remaining be- 
fore the election. It provides that 
the commissioners of the Board of 
Public Works shall be appointed by 
the Mayor (subject to confirmation by 
the Council;) thet their salaries shall 
be $3600 per year; that they shall 
give a bond of $10,000 for the faithful 
performance of duty: that their term 
of office shall be four years; that the 
Offices of Superintendent. of Streets, 
and Superintendent of Buildings, shal! 
be abolished, and that the work and 
authority of those offices shall be 
vested in the proposed Board of Pub- 
lie Works; that the board shall have 
power to appoint the City Engineer, 
who shall be practically under control 
of the board. The president of the 
Board of Public Works is authorized 
to exercise “all of the powers and 
duties that are now or may hereafter 
be conferred or imposed by law upon 
the Mayor” relating to the approval 
or award of contracts, the fixing of 
bonds, etec.. in ali public work. It is 
given charge, superintendence and 
control of “all public ways, streets, 
avenues, boulevards, lanes, alleys, 
places and courts now opened or 
which may hereafter be opened in the 
city of Los Angeles: of the manner of 
their use and occupation; of all work 
and improvements done in, on, over or 
under the same, and of all excava- 
tions made in or under the same.” 
In addition the board is to have abso- 
lute charge and control of sewers, 
drains and storm drains: of the 
cleaning. sprinkling, maintenance, re- 
pair and lighting of all public streets 
and of the parks; of the heating, 
lighting and ventilating of all public 
buildings; of the disposal of garbage, 
sewage and street refuse; of the de- 
sign, construction, alteration, repair, 
maintenance and care of all  pubtic 
works and improvements, and al! pub- 
lic buildings belonging to the city. 
In brief, the Board of Public Works 
is authorized to exercise a good part 
of the authority of the Council, in ad- 
dition to that of the Superintendent 
of Streets, the Superintendent of 
Buildings, and the City Engineer. 

This board which it is proposed 
shall exercise so much authority in 
the government of the city, is not to 
be an elective but an appointive board. 
The terms of office of its members are 


double the term of the Mayor ap- 
pointing them. They are 
moved from the people. No whole- 


some check upon their authority is 
provided for, and no provision is made 
for their removal in case of mal- 
feasance.

It is fortunate that 
the commissioners are required to 
sive a bond, and that confirmation by , 
the Council is necessary to make 
valid their appointment. Both of 
these wise provisions in favor of good 
municipal government were strenu- 
ously opposed by Willard. 4 
Willard’s work in behalf of non- 
partisanship in. municipal affairs 
would be crowned with glorious sue- 
ceas—from the Willard-Snyder point 
of view—if this amendment should 
become a part of the city’s funda- 
mental law. If this amendment car- 
ries, it will be because it is inecor- 
porated on the official ballot with one 
that is popular and unobjectionable. 
Proposed Amendment No. 2, as 
summarized on the official ballot, 
provides that “Contracts must be let 
by the Council to the lowest responsi- 
ble bidder, after previous advertise- 
ments for bids.” The wunesteemed 
Evening Express declares that this 
amendment “is designed to prohibit 
another city printing grab and similar 
‘steals’ by making the Mayor's veto 
in euch matters act aS a stumbling 
block.” If there is any such meaning 
or purpose in the amendment it is not 
apparent. Nothing is said about the 


Provision is made that for contracts 
aggregating over $500 in value pro- 
posals shall be invited by publishing 
the same in a daily newspaper, that 
the contract shall be let to the lowest 
bidder, and that the City Attorney 
shall approve the contract, as to 
form, before the Council shall have 
power to approve it; the contract to 
be signed, finally, “on behalf of the 
city by the Mayor, or some other | 
person authorized thereto by resolu- 
tion.” It is no more than right to 
add that if this proposed amendment 
had been in operation at the time the 
city printing was awarded this year, 
The Times would have received the 
contract just the same. Its bid, con- 
sidered on a rational and right basis, 
was the lowcst bid submitted. The 
Times is ziving the city more for the 
money received from the city thar 
either of its competitors would have 
given had they received the contract. 
But if The Times had lost the con-

Proposed Charter Amendment No. 3, 
extending the civil service provisions 
of the charter to firemen and police-- 
men, and providing for the registra- 
tion of laborers appears to be all right, 
and worthy of support. 

Proposed Amendment No. 4, relates 
to the consolidation, in part, of cer- 
tain city and county offices. It is a 
movement in the interest of economy 
and ef increased efficiency, and the 
proposed amendment should undoubt- 
iy be voted upon favorably. 

Proposed Amendment No. 5 is a 
sort of enabling act, authorizing the 
city to acquire certain public utilities, 
such as gas and electric plants, rail- 
roads, ete. There is no particular 
need for such a provision in the 
charter at present, for the city is.not 
in a position to issue bonds for such 
purposes, even if there were a public 
demand for them, which there is not. 
When the city is in a position, finan- 
clally and otherwise, to go into such 
enterprises, there will be no difficulty 
in finding a way. 

The last proposed amendment, No. 
6, provides in effect that no franchise 
in the city shall be granted for a 
longer period than twenty-one years, 
and that every grant of a franchise 
sha'l provide for the purchase by the 
city of the plant at the expiration of 
such franchise. This proposed amend- 
ment is in essence similar to the one 
preceding. The city is not yet pre- 
pared to enter upon socialistic 
scheme of public ownership of public 
utilities. There is no certaiuty that 
the city will be any better prepared 
to take up such an enterprise twenty- 
one years hence than it is today. If 
this proposed amendment should 
carry, it would make it obligatory 
upon the city to purchase, after twen- 
ty-one years, all plants for which 
franchises may hereafter be granted. 
The scheme ig impracticable, and for 
many reasons it is objectionable. The 
voters of Los Angeles will be very 
shortsighted if by their votes they 
bind the city to any socialistic enter- 
prise of this kind. And if this im- 
practicable proposition should receive 
public indorsement (which, it seems, 
is practically impossible,) very few 
railroads would be built or other pub- 
lic enterprises started in Los Angeles 
while it remained a part of the or- 
ganic law.

“In the aighe of most people,” said 
the doctor, “foreign bodies are cause 
of appendicitis. In fact it is thought 
by some that the name of the affic- 
tion is appendiseedus, from this cause, 
and even hint that the physician who 
discovers the case Is merely interested 
in the pro-ceeds, Once upon a time the 
medical profession believed the afflic- 
tion was causel by bodies, but 
now it is recognized that foreign bodies 
have nothing to do with it. The real 
cause is concretions from the contents 
of the intestines. A husk of some 
grain, for instance, may form the 
nucleus, which is added to, causing ir- 
ritation and stopping drainage. These 
concretions often very closely resem- 
ble seeds, giving rise to the idea that 
the cause of the affliction was seeds 
which lodged in the appendix. Sir 
Frederick Tevis, tae physician who op- 
erated on King Edward of Engiand for 
appendicitis, and an eminent author- 
ity, declares that he has never found 
a foreign body in the appendix, though 
he has found concretions which closely 
resemble tomato and seimilar seeds and 
even cherry stones.

EEP DRILLING 
AT ROWLAND. 


DEEP PROSPECT HOLE. 
— : 


Important Development Work on 
Outskirts of Puente District—Re- 
fined Asphaitum Prices Cut to the 
Limit—Distillates Stationary at 
Seven Cents—Pacific Refinery Sold. 


The Chicago Crude Oll and Fuel 
Company, a local corporation of which 
Norman F. Marsh of this city is presi- 
dent, is drilling a well near those of 
the Puente Oi] Company at Rowland 
Station, on the Salt Loke line, that is 
already by several hundred feet the 
deepest yet put down in that field. It 
is now down between 2300 and 2400 feet, 
and the drill is still working, the com- 
pany being determined upon ascertain- 
ing positively whether oi] exists there 
in paying quantities. 
The present work is being carried on 
under the direction of Dr. D. 8. Green, 
a director in the company, who refused 
to give up when the drillers stopped at 
1400 feet and declared there was 
prospect of getting ofl. He then took 
up the matter and is still hopeful of 
success. 
The wells of the Puente Oil Company 
about a mile away, situated on the 
hills, are the nearest to the new well, 
and they are about 2000 feet in depth 
and good producers. 

ELECTED NEW OFFICERS. 
The British-California Oil Company, 
operating in the local fields and at 
Kern River, with offices and refinery in 
this city, has elected F. R. Kellogg 
president to succeed John H. McNeil, 
who retires from active oe 
and G. J. Syminton secretary, to suc- 
ceed Mr. Kellogg. 

REFINERY. BUSINESS. 
Refinery men report that the price of 
asphaltum is now $8 to $10 a ton, ac- 
cording to amount, at which prices 
there is a fair demand.

BUYS NO MORE SPOT.

BAKERSFIELD, Nov. °29.—[{Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] The producers in the 
Kern River field vesterday received 
word from the Standard that the com- 
pany will buy no more “spot” oil at 
present.

NEW ORDER OF THINGS COMES 
NOW IN PASADENA. 
Law Providing Severe Penalty for 
twners of Unlicensed Canines to be 
Enforced—City Council Pulls More 
Trouble Down Upon its Head, Ap- 


PASADENA, Office of The Times, No. 
26 South Raymond Avenue, Nov. 30.— 
Dark days are ahead for the owners of 
dogs unless they pay up their licenses, 
Hitherto the masters of canines have 
done as they pleased about paying, 


' trusting to luck if they cared to keep 


the dog, that the catcher wouldn't find 
him. Now the Society for the Preven- 
tion of Cruelty to animals, which has 
charge of the licenses, proposes to pros- 
ecute people who are keeping dogs that 


have no official tag. Yesterday a man 


in the employ of the socie:y started the 
rounds, and it is quite likely that a case 
or two will be brought into the Police 
Court. 

The law has been looked up, and it 
is found that people who keep dogs may 
be fined from $10 to $50 for not procur- 
ing licenses. Thus far 458 tags have 
been taken out, and there are many 
times that number of Fidos and Rovers 
to be heard from. The society says it 
means business, and rich and poor will 
be punished alike. 

f the amount of the fine, accord- 
mg to the city ordinance, may 
@warded to the complainant in these 
eases, so that if fines are imposed the 
Humane Society may clear enough to 
pey the expenses of its dog and cat

AMENDMENTS SETTLED. 

The City Council yesterday pulled 
down more trouble upon its head when 
the proposed amendments to the city 
carter were approved. <A howl was 
Taised from the locai papers when it 
Was found there had been incorporated 
in the list an amendment which makes 
it obligatory on the Council to award 
the city printing to any paper, pub- 

ed anywhere, which presents the 
lowest bid. This gives an equal chance 
to any daily paper in the county to take 
the business away from the loéal pa- 
pers. It is claimed that the amgndment 
s slipped in without public debate, 
giving the opposition no chance to be 
eard. It ts too late now to worry 
ebout it, however, and if the people 
don't like it, as the Council points out, 
they can vote it down on the election 
day, February 4. 

There are ten amendments to be pre- 
sented. The first specifies the bound- 
artes of the city since the annexation of 
North Pasadena. The second creates 
an additional ward. This Fifth Ward 
Includes the annexed territory. The 
Council is given power to change the 
boundaries of the wards in the future 
by ordinance no oftener than once in 
three years. The list of officers and 
boards is made to include a board of 
water commissioners of five members. 
The number of Councilmen is increased 
from five to seven, one from each of the 
five wards and two at large. The 
Councilmen from the Fifth Ward and 
one at la are to be elected the first 
Monday of April, 1965, and shal! 
tiassify themeelves by lot that one shal! 
held office for two years and one for 

r years, thereafter their successors 
to hold office for four years. 

The water board is to have exclusive 
control and management of all water 
and waterworks that may be acquired 
by the city, the improvement of such 
works, collection of rates, etc.’ The 
board will annually recommend to the 
Council the rates to be charged and 
the Council will make the rates. Pro- 
vision is made for a water fund. The 
Water Board will receive such remun- 
eration as the Council may appoint. 

Amendment No, 3 gives the city the 
right to supply water to outsiders. 
Amendment No. 4 specities that “All 
contracts for official advertising shall 
be let annually to the lowest respon- 
sible bidder publishing a daily news- 
paper of general circulation itn the 
county, provided that the said news- 
paper shail have been in existence at 
the award of said contract at least 
three years.
